Irv in Sanders, chairman 
of 
the 
Jones Cou nty W ar Price and Ration­ 
ing Board, calls tire dealers’ a tte n­ 
tion to “ forg et competitiv e secrecy 
abou t tire inv entories,” and g et to­ 
g ether as soon as possible with the 
board, so the board can keep an u p- 
to-the-minu te inv entory of the com­ 
mu nity ’s tire stocks. 
“The v ery critical period of 
the 
lire shortag e which 
we 
all 
hav e 
known was coming is now u pon u s,” 
Mr. Sanders pointed ou t. 
“A g re a t many persons, inclu ding 
some tire dealers, hav e 
m isu nder­ 
stood the situ ation and hav e delu ded 
themselv es with false optimism 
re­ 
g arding the prospects for ou r sy n­ 
thetic ru bber produ ction. 
“The tru e fact is that the sy nthet­ 
ic prog ram is prog ressing splendid­ 
ly , bu t we know that the g eneral 
pu blic will not reap the benefit of 
that prog ram u ntil some tim e nex t 
y ear. 
“ Tire dealers’ inv entories are fast 
disappearing . In fact, inv entories of 
Grade One tires in many localtiies 
already are g one, or nearly so. We 
feel that Ju ly will see most of the 
popu lar size tires u nobtainable, and 
it is u p to the rationing board now 
to g ra nt certificates only to 
those 
applicants whose needs 
are 
most 
critical and essential. It is u nlikely 
that we can satisfy ev en this 
class 
completely .” 
“ Most Americans are doing 
their 
part and won’t take this w arning as 
a cu e to storm the rationing board 
and ‘g e t theirs’ while there are tires 
left,” Mr. Sanders continu ed. 
“ It is u p to patriotic citizens now 
— squ arely u p 
to 
them— to 
keep 
down speed, redu ce driv ing to essen­ 
tials and watch the care of 
their 
tires, g u arding them for ev ery mile 
they are worth. 
“The nex t few months will 
tell 
the story , and the ru bber situ ation 
is g oing to requ ire the willing and 
u ncomplaining help of the pu blic and 
the tire dealers co-operating 
with 
the rationing board, so we can win 
this ‘battle of ru bber’ ” , say s San­ 
ders.

Here we are, 
listening to the daily , hou rly g ood 
work of ou r noble boy s on the land, 
on the sea and in the air. . . . Ger­ 
man and Italian cities 
are 
being 
bombed to pieces so reg u larly , these 
day s, till the news ceases to arou se 


the report that the “popu larity 
of 
the President is waning .’’ They want 
it to wane so they can g et a little 
pie. Then comes along the President 
of the United States 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce and tells in sy mpathetic 
(?) terms how disu nity and u nrest 
is increasing in this nation, in su ch 
a manner as to increase what he is 
talking abou t.

The swine raiser’s old enemy , hog 
cholera, in on the m arch ag ain— 
and according to all indications it is 
likely to be one of the g reatest 
threats to ou r 1943 war g oals in 
pork produ ction. 
Last season nearly 5,000 cholera 
ou tbreaks were reported to g ov ern­ 
ment au thorities, and there were 
probably that many more which 
were 
nev er 
officially 
reported. 
These widespread ou tbreaks hav e 
u ndou btedly left the v iru s of chol­ 
era in thou sands of ru ral areas, 
ready to renew its attack when it 
comes in contact with su sceptible 
swine. No one can say ex actly what 
the annu al cholera loss is at this 
time, bu t it is reliably estimated to 
be in the neig hborhood of $20,000,- 
000. 
That mu ch 
pork, 
in itself, 
wou ld g o a long way toward meet­ 
ing ou r increased produ ction g oals 
this season, according to the Ameri­ 
can Fou ndation for Animal Health. 
So , the first a dv ice to fa rmers 
who a re co -o pera ting in the na ­ 
tio n’s stepped-up ho g pro g ra m 
is: 
“ Wa tch o ut fo r cho lera ." 
Here a re a few co mmo n-sense 
preca utio ns which ev ery fa rmer 
sho uld ta ke to pro tect his dro v e 
a g a inst this No . 1 swine killer: 
1. Hav e the entire spring pig crop 
immu nized ag ainst cholera by the 
local v eterinarian, arou nd weaning 
time. 
If this is done while pig s are 
small, it will take less seru m and 
v iru s, conserv ing av ailable su pplies 
needed to take care of this y ear’s 
larg er pig crop. 
2. Isolate newly pu rchased swine 
for at least two weeks before al­ 
lowing them to ming le with the 
home drov e. 
3. Do not let tru cks or wag ons 
driv e throu g h y ou r hog lots or pas­ 
tu res. 
They mig ht carry the v iru s 
of cholera on their wheels. 
4. Keep ou t of y ou r neig hbor’s 
hog lot, and keep him ou t of y ou rs. 
5. Raise spring pig s on fresh, 
clean pastu re, away from g erm-con­ 
tam inated old hog lots. 
6. If any pig s show sig ns of sick­ 
ness, hav e the trou ble diag nosed im­ 
mediately , so protectiv e steps can 
be taken in time. 
Ex perience shows that one of the 
principal problems in dealing with 
hog cholera is its similarity to v a­ 
riou s other swine diseases. Ty pical 
cholera sy mptoms inclu de a hig h fe­ 
v er, partial or complete prostration, 
lack of appetite and listlessness.

When Hitler 
was 
(tannin* 
bis 
world conquest, he estimated 
with 
a France torn by disunity and 
an 
England bickering over home 
m at­ 
ters and scattered over the 
whole 
world, he could have them well un­ 
der his “ lieil*’ before anything hap­ 
pened to cause the United States to 
become angry enough to fight. 
Hitler had plenty of ways to get 
inform ation out 
of 
this 
United 
States, and he well knew that many 
American politicians would sell their 
own national honor to down 
theii 
opposing party machine and 
secure 
power for themselves. He figured on 
disunity in this nation. He knew the 
love of power, the bickerings 
of 
labor, the 
bitterness 
against 
the 
“ New Deal” in some sections 
and 
even in all circles and so old Hitler 
got it down pretty fine, that by the 
time he was in the fight good and 
hard with the American boys, 
the 
American people would begin to feel 
the “ pinch” and have to give up a 
few “pleasantries” , conveniences and 
privileges, feel the pinch of taxation 
and then comes another year when 
a new’ president must be elected. So 
old Hitler gets it strong into 
his 
head that a lot of people 
in 
the 
United States would rather see the 
w ar drag on two or three years long­ 
er than see Franklin Roosevelt elect­ 
ed a FOURTH time as President. . . 
maybe even invite defeat bv 
Ger­ 
many and Japan rather than see the 
party in W ashington c o n t i n u e ..... 
H itler figures ahead, you know. 
So here we Americans are, 
this 
the end of June, 1943, following one 
of the greatest victories 
over 
the 
enemy in North Africa. Here we are, 
listening to the daily, hourly good 
work of our noble boys on the land, 
on the sea and in the a i r . . . . Ger­ 
man and Italian cities 
are 
being 
bombed to pieces so regularly, these 
days, till the news ceases to arouse 
the blood circulation of but a few 
A m ericans• . . .so there’s nothing to 
excite the morbid minds of the poli­ 
ticians, the schemers for dollars, the 
pirates for power, and as Hitler fig­ 
ured, the old crazy Americans 
are1 
scratching and claw!rig each other to 
pieces (all wanting unity, but 
for 
themselves—-all 
wantnig 
to 
keep 
down the cost of living at the ex­ 
pense of “ the other fellow 
— all 
wanting to get all the dollars out of 
their stuff for sale and for 
their 
labor but not wanting to take any 
cuts on themselves, etc.) 
Yes sir, 
H itler figured that at the day 
of 
pinch the Americans would begin to 
cut each other’s throats and 
leave 
him an easy field of victory 
over 
the valiant men of the armed forces. 
Yes, fellow Americans, the 
past 
fifteen days of June have been al­ 
most depressing, a strange period of 
days, filled with report sof air and 
sea victories; praise for our heroes 
o f ballies; r ainois and signs of 
a 
gigantic invasion by our million 
of 
fighting boys in Europe; YET, and 
yet, one who reads carefully, listens 
intently, sums up and evaluates what 
has been going on in this America 
the last two weeks, must come to the 
conclusion that Hitler was not 
fa r 
wrong. It is quite clear that 
the 
American 
people have not learned 
how to wage war. They do not know 
how to do without, and sacrifice is 
an unknown quantity for most of 
them. They raise hell if they do not 
get what they want and when they 
w ant it. They raise hell if they can’t 
buy all they want and sell it at a 
price high enough to 
keep 
those 
dollars rolling into 
their 
pockets. 
They raise hell if they have to pay 
m ore for some 
things 
than 
they 
form erly did. They raise hell if our 
leaders try to do something sound 
and worthwhile, when it hits “them" 
a bit. They want something done 
about this and that, but do not want 
anything done 
to 
interfere 
with 
“ M E” . 
The atmosphere 
in 
Washington 
seems to be feeling the “ pinch” and 
there are appointments, 
investiga­ 
tions, criticisms, insinuations, m ount­ 
ing bitterness and political sparring 
to head off anything that the presi­ 
dent and his advisors try to do. , . . 
the country is fighting a good war 
but th* home front is not holding up, 
if one judgt s from what is on the 
“ air” and in the press, and on the 
lips of millions of pe pie. NO, the 
h o m e front is not holding up a* it 
m ust in this war. Maybe we ai** tak­ 
ing it too easy, 
feeling 
that 
the 
boys will finish the job and we bad 
better get a move on us in politics 


or we will ge behind. So the criti­ 
cisms roll on, and it is 
from 
the 
forks of the creek to the very high 
seats in the Congress, and all along 
through factories and 
merchandis­ 
ing circles. Is that “The American 
W ay?” Maybe so, but it certainly 
must sound good to Hitler. 
A convention of State Governors 
met in Columbus, Ohio, and 
other 
would-be governors and 
statesmen, 
like 
the Lieutenant 
Governor 
of 
Texas, p ut out press reports that 
the popularity of the President 
is 
waning. Yes, when the governors of 
several states meet and go into a 
“ huddle” and never a word or m en­ 
tion of the president, who bears his 
horrible burden, is heard, you can 
rest assured that they will put out 
the report that the “ popularity 
of 
the President is waning." They want 
it to wane so they can get a little 
pie. Then comes along the President 
of the United States 
Cham ber 
of 
Commerce and tells in sympathetic 
(?) terms how disunity and unrest 
is increasing in this nation, in such 
a manner as to increase what he is 
talking about. Then comes the Sen­ 
ate and the House, both tumbling 
over themselves to override a veto 
of a “ useless” anti-strike law, that 
they know full well has no power to 
stop a strike, or make an extra tank 
or gun or mine a single ton of coal. 
But it sounds good (?) to the unin- 
f rmed voter back home, 
and 
so 
next year they will tell how 
they 
voted to make men work. Yes, there 
was a lot of joy for the time being 
to see the President si ipped. Only 
will time tell whether not the Presi­ 
dent was right or the Conrgess. Get 
a copy of that anti-strike .law that 
was made in spite of the President 
and see how little it can effect 
a 
labor controversy, how little good 
it has in it, and perhaps how much 
harm. 
Yes, we do believe the American 
people are fussing too much, while 
our men are fighting so well. Let us 
assume th at maybe the government 
is honestly trying to do something 
to help along in the war. Anything 
attempted will most certainly work a 
hardship on some one, but in 
the 
end it should do the whole popula­ 
tion good. We are in WAR and not 
many things can go on 
normally. 
The kicker is generally wrong and 
he has a bug under his chip. 
We 
believe there is too much personal 
selfishness going 
on. 
We 
believe 
things must change or H itler’s 
as­ 
sumptions will come true. We have 
NOT won this war yet, and 
even 
when we do, here’s guessing politi­ 
cal disunity will destroy victory. We 
have not heard any politics yet, com­ 
pared with what is coming. When the 
time comes, and it is almost here, 
now, when certain parties had rath­ 
er suffer and die than to see their 
competitor succeed. T hat was what 
happened in Spain, in France. Tho 
political competitor is more danger­ 
ous than the one in any enterprise 
of commerce. 
Yes sir, there are strikes in this 
America besides coal miners. When 
farmers refuse to sell potatoes at a 
certain price and hold them in their 
fields, it is a kind of 
strike, 
the 
same is true of corn, of cattle, 
of 
everything held back for more dol­ 
lars. But some people center 
all 
their anger on labor th at is “held 
back” 
for 
more money or 
better 
working conditions. Let us all try 
to “ take the beam out of our own 
eye, before we try to get the mote 
out of our brother’s eye.”

Six Common-Sense 
Precautions Listed 


The swine ra ise r’s old enemy, hog 
cholera, in on the m arch again— 
and according to all indications it is 
likely to he one of the greatest 
threats to our 1943 w ar goals in 
pork production. 
Last season nearly 5,000 cholera 
outbreaks were reported to govern­ 
m ent authorities, and there were 
probably that m any m ore which 
were 
never 
officially 
reported. 
These w idespread outbreaks have 
undoubtedly left the virus of chol­ 
era in thousands of rural areas, 
ready to renew its attack when it 
comes in contact with susceptible 
swine. No one can say exactly what 
the annual cholera loss is at this 
time, but it is reliably estim ated to 
be in the neighborhood of $20,000.- 
000. 
T hat 
m uch 
pork, 
in 
itself, 
would go a long way toward m eet­ 
ing our increased production goals 
this season, according to the Ameri­ 
can Foundation for Animal Health. 
So, the first advice to farmers 
who are co-operating in the na­ 
tion’s stepped-up hog program 
is: 
“ Watch out for cholera.” 
Here are a few common-sense 
precautions which every farmer 
should take to protect his drove 
against this No. I swine killer: 
1. Have the entire spring pig crop 
im munized against cholera by the 
local veterinarian, around weaning 
time. 
If this is done while pigs are 
small, it will take less serum and 
virus, conserving available supplies 
needed to take care of this y e a r’s 
larger pig crop. 
2. Isolate newly purchased swine 
for at least two weeks before al­ 
lowing 
them 
to mingle with the 
home drove. 
3. Do not let trucks or wagons 
drive through your hog lots or pas­ 
tures. 
They m ight carry the virus 
of cholera on their wheels. 
4. Keep out of your neighbor’s 
hog lot, and keep him out of yours. 
5. 
Raise spring 
pigs on 
fresh, 
clean pasture, away from germ-con­ 
tam inated old hog lots. 
6. If any pigs show signs of sick­ 
ness, have the trouble diagnosed im ­ 
m ediately, so protective steps can 
be taken in time. 
Experience shows that one of the 
principal problem s in dealing with 
hog cholera is its sim ilarity to va­ 
rious other swine diseases. 
Typical 
cholera sym ptom s include a high fe­ 
ver, partial or com plete prostration, 
lack of appetite and listlessness.
